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Elba rebounds from Hurricane Opal apd

The Elba City Council heard pos- 
itive reports on clean-up and repair 
progress following the devastation 
caused by Hurricane Opal last 
Wednesday night. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood said that 
thanks to devotion to duty and full 
cooperation of city department heads 
and virtually all employees, Elba is 
rebounding swiftly from the hur- 
ricane. 

Haywood singled out each de- 
partment head individually and all 
city employees and volunteers col- 
lectively for their unselfish actions. 

Elba received assistance from the 
17th National Guard MP unit from 
Tuskegee and from a North Alabama 
professional tree trimming firm and 
two electric co-ops from Mississippi. 

The entire town was without elec- 
tric power after the hurricane hit 
Wednesday night. Electric utility su- 
perintendent Jeff Puckett reported 
they had restored 95% of the electric 
service and predicted Monday eve- 
ning that every service should be 
working by Tuesday at six p.m. 

Puckett told council members that 
the priority he set following the hur- 
ricane was first getting the hospital 
back on electric power; next was the 
water wells and sewer lift stations, 
followed by large, main trunk lines. 
He further explained that other users 
who happened to be near one of 
these primary targets also benefited 
with early restoration of electric ser- 
vice, 

Street Superintendent _ Billy 
Meeks reported to the council that 


all the city streets have been re- 
opened, but without additional help 
they would be months hauling away 
all the hurricane debris. He observed 
that crews picking up the tree limbs 
would be working a street and look- 
ing behind them, where they had just 
been, the debris they had just hauled 
away wasn’t even missed because so 
much more was being piled beside 
the roads. 


The city council voted to 
officially waive the 
requirement for building 
permits on property 
owners making 
Hurricane Opal repairs. 


Haywood said he would be con- 
tacting the Alabama National Guard 
for help on this problem. They did a 
mountain of work in Elba following 
the 1990 flood. 

Police Chief Bruce Peacock re- 
port the police are back to working 
regular shifts, with no overtime. 

Another problem being tackled 
by the city is unlicensed contractors 
charging excessive prices for home 
repairs and tree removal. 

The mayor explained that the po- 
lice are checking contractors closely. 
This is to ensure they have proof of 
insurance and an address where they 
can be contacted if a resident has a 
complaint which needs to be re- 
solved. ; 

Haywood cautioned against giv- 


ing money to unlicensed (or un- 
known) contractors before the work 
is completed. He suggested that if 
there was any question, a resident 
should call city hall or the police de- 
partment. 


At least one case of a tree re- | 
moving contractor overcharging a ° 
before the 


homeowner and leavin 
police could find him has been re- 
ported. The mayor said city hall and 
the police are working diligently to 
minimize reoccurrences of this type 
problem. 

The city council voted to official- 
ly waive the requirement for build- 
ing permits on property owners mak- 
ing Hurricane Opal repairs. 

Monthly bills totaling $16,964.37 
were approved for payment. The ma- 
jor items on the list were repairs to a 
piece of heavy equipment, an air 
conditioner for the fire station, as- 
phalt purchase and $1300 for annual 
renewal of public official bonds. 

Fredrick Hamilton of Southeast 
Alabama Regional Development ad- 
dressed the council with some paper- 
work necessary for the recently ap- 
proved sewer improvement project 
grant. He noted Elba scored among 
the highest of the large cities filing 
for grants this year. 

Donnie Morrow addressed the 
council on behalf of the Elba United 
Methodist Church, He requested the 
city officially abandon the one block 
section of Academy Street which 
tuns directly behind the church.

Public speaks out on courthouse issue

A public hearing was held Mon- 
day evening on the courthouse issue 
presently before the Coffee County 
Commission, 

Just over 100 county citizens, in- 
cluding representatives from the me- 
dia, met at the Farm Center in New 
Brockton to hear comments concern- 
ing the matter. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel, in his opening remarks, com- 
mented that at the present time Cof- 
fee County does not have the funds 
available to construct a new court- 
house in Enterprise or anywhere 
else. 

He also noted that the county is 
just over $230,000 short of having 
borrowed its debt limit. 

In bringing the group up through 
the events that led to Monday’s hear- 
ing, Creel stated that in July 1994, a 
federal lawsuit was filed stating that 
the courthouse in Enterprise was not 
in compliance with the Americans 
with Disabilities Act (ADA) of 
1990. 

As a result of that suit, a consent 


decree was signed by the commis- 
sion agreeing to submit a plan to ren- 
ovate the present structure to meet 
ADA or to build a new facility. The 
decree calls for a preliminary plan to 
be submitted by January 15, 1996, 
and a final plan by July 15, 1996. 

During Monday night’s hearing, 
24 individuals addressed the group 
stating their views on the issue. Of 
those who spoke, 12 favored con- 
structing a new courthouse in Enter- 
prise, 3 expressed their desire to con- 
tinue the dual courthouse system, 6 
encouraged the consolidation of both 
courthouses into one central facility, 
1 approved renovation of the present 
Enterprise Courthouse, and 1 point- 
ed out the need for better facilities 
for the county’s courts and judges. 

Roy Schoffner, a former newspa- 
per publisher, pointed out the re- 
quirements that had to be met before 
one courthouse could be constructed. 

He stuted that the first require- 
ment called for a petition bearing 
the signatures of 50 percent plus 1 of 
the qualified voters in Coffee 
County to even get the matter con- 
sidered. 


Schoffner commented that he did 
not see this happening during his 
lifetime. He noted that he had seen 
this tried before. 

G. A. Lindsey, an attomey from 
Elba, pointed out that the ADA does 
not and cannot force the county to 
either build a new facility or reno- 
vate the present courthouse in Enter- 
prise. 

“A federal judge cannot make a 
county do something it cannot afford 
to do,” he said. 

Lindsey, who attended a seminar 
conducted by the U. S. Justice De- 
partment on ADA, told the group 
that the purpose of the Act was to in- 
sure that services were made availa- 
ble to those who are disabled. He 
stated that the building itself has 
nothing to do with those services. 

Lindsey also commented that he 
didn’t see any other attorneys from 
Coffee County at that seminar. “Had 
they been there, they might have 
learned something,” he said. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 
which lasted just over an hour and a 
half, Creel thanked the group for 
their input.

EMA director reports to commission

The discussion in Monday’s 
meeting of the Coffee County Com- 
mission centered mostly around one 
topic - Hurricane Opal. 

Charles Webb, director of Coffee 


“County’s Emergency Management 


Agency (EMA), gave the commis- 
sioners an up-date on the storm’s 
damage. 

Downed electrical lines, lack of 
telephone service, water shortages, 
and debris were causing major prob- 
lems immediately after the storm 
(Thursday morning). 

Webb said that large generators 
were brought in through the EMA 
system to operate water wells and 
sewage treatment plants. 

The City of Elba ran out of water 
for a brief period of time Friday 
morning, but soon got the wells op- 
erational again. 

A preliminary estimation of dam- 
age to the county has been set at $1 
million. This is subject to change. 

Webb stated that damage caused 
by the hurricane in Elba, Enterprise, 
New Brockton, and Kinston is still 
being surveyed and no dollar esti- 
mate has been set at this time (Mon- 
day morning). 

He told commissioners that Cof- 
fee County has been declared a dis- 
aster area by the federal government 
and that assistance will be made 
available from the appropriate feder- 
al agencies. 

Webb commented that the Ala- 
bama National Guard, the American 
Red Cross, and the Salvation Army 
have all been operating in the county 
helping to meet the needs of those 
affected by the storm. 

“T think we’re on track to recov- 
ery,” said Webb. “All the county and 
municipal employees are doing a 
great job with support from the Na- 
tional Guard which has been excep- 
tional.” 

Commission Robert Stephens, 
echoed by other members of the 
commission, said, “We should com- 


pliment Mr. Webb and his ple 
on the job they have done. They've 
done a terrific job.” 

Coffee County Engineer Randy 
Tindell reported to the commission 
that highway department personnel, 
assisted by numerous volunteers, 
had, and were handling the situation 
exceptionally well. 

He noted that members of the 
county’s volunteer fire departments 
were out clearing fallen trees from 
roadways even before the storm was 


over, 

Tindell also stated that the pre- 
disaster planning by his department 
enabled his people to handle the situ- 
ation better. 

He reported that no problems 
were experienced at the county’s 
landfill, although some of the land- 
fill employees had to ride out the 
storm at the facility. 

Tindell reported that all county 
roads, paved and dirt, were passable 
or would be by Monday evening. 
Only two of the county’s roads were 
closed due to the heavy rains that 
on ior to the arrival of Hurricane 

Tindell publicly thanked mem- 
bers of the National Guard, the vol- 
unteer firemen of the county, farm- 
ers who used their equipment, and 
anyone else who assisted his people 
in getting the job done. 

Tindell asked that the commis- 


sion recess until Thursday morning, 
so that he could better prepare a 
damage assessment for their review. 

He noted that, by this time, his 
department should have completed a 
survey of all the damage to county 
roads, both paved and dirt, and have 
a formal report prepared. 

Immediately following Tindell’s 
report, Commission Chairman Law- 
rence Creel read into the meeting 
minutes that on Wednesday, October 
4, at 6:45 p.m., he declared that a 
state of emergency existed in Coffee 
County. 

Creel requested that this become 
an official part of the minutes by a 
vote of the commission. The vote 
was unanimous. 

Turning to other matters, Mix An- 
drews, of the Shiloh Community, ex- 
pressed his concern about problems 
associated with a mud track located 
near his residence, 

He noted that the community suf- 
fered from the noise pollution, 
speeding into and out of the track, 


lack of respect, and the disturbance 
caused to children and the elder- 
y 


" Andrews noted that since getting 
on the agenda, he had learned that 
the track was being relocated. He

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The hurricane came ... but it also went. In the wake of Hurricane 
Opal most of Alabama and Northwest Florida was without electric 
power for several days. Estimates were that up to two million 
homes were without current on Thursday moming following the 
storm. Thanks to hard work and a lot of outside help, most electric 
power has been installed at this writing. The storm damage was 
widespread, but was mostly directed at property damages. Locally 
there were no deaths as a direct result of the hurricane, even though 
the two in New Brockton Thursday morning were indirectly related 


Reports that Elba was about to be flooded started Tuesday after- 
noon. It puzzled and at the same time irritated us. It is easy to un- 
derstand the concem in the Elba area about high water ... we were 
flooded also. However, it takes a lot of water in particular areas for 
Elba to even be threatened. Six inches of rain in Brundidge ain't a 
threat for flooding anything! Nor do you add six inches in Brun- 
didge, seven inches in Ariton to the five inches in Troy to generate 
a problem, even though one person tried that in our office last 
week. Elba residents need to respect Pea River and it’s potential, 
but it is terrible to start talking about flood every time two clouds 
Start bumping together over South America. 


Another bit of free advice for our fellow Elba citizens. Putting valu- 
ables in a tractor trailer when a hurricane is coming ain't normally 
real smart. While the effort was to avoid flood waters, the greatest 
problem was with the high winds of the hurricane blowing the trail- 
er over and destroying the furniture before the water even got here! 
Those who did put their belongings in trailers were lucky the wind 
speed dropped drastically before getting to Elba. Otherwise, it 
would be back to the furniture store for a complete new set-up. 


A lot of folks need praise for things they did to help other hurricane 
victims during the past week. One that must be mentioned is Juli- 
ette’s Restaurant, across from Dorsey. Like the rest of us they had 
no electric current, but had a gas stove. With their frozen food 
thawing, they put on the big pot, invited “ya'll come” and fed all 
comers ... free. Reportedly they did this until the food was gone. 
There are dozens of similar stories, but this was the most widely 
publicized. We have no doubt in our mind that God has a special 
place in heaven for those who give so unselfishly.

Rural Electric Cooperatives from surrounding 
States pitch in to aid storm stricken counties in AL 


Rural electric cooperative work 
crews and equipment from neighbor- 
ing states ed into Alabama in 
the two days following Hurricane 


Immediately following the storm, 
consumers in every one of Ala- 
bama’s 22 rural electric distribution 
cooperatives--a total of some 
360,000 rural electric homes and 
businesses--were without electricity. 

“Rural electric crews worked 


throughout the night both Wednes- | 


day and Thursday nights,” said Fred 
Clark, president of the Alabama Ru- 
ral Electric Association of Coopera- 
tives. “By Friday moming, we had 
two-thirds of our member- 
consumers back on.” 

Rural electric crews and equip- 


ment from neighboring states aided - 


in the power restoration efforts. By 
noon Friday, 400 workers and 140 
trucks from outside Alabama were 
assisting in restoring power. 

“Fortunately, we were able to line 
up additional help from rural electric 
cooperatives in Mississippi and 
Louisiana on Wednesday, before the 
storm hit,” said Clark, “By Thursday 
moming, those crews were arriving 
in the state.” 

Alabama’s rural areas were hit es- 
pecially hard by the storm. The 
storm left some rural electric cooper- 
atives in southeastern Alabama, for 
example, completely in the dark; not 
cre member of South Alabama and

Covington electric cooperatives had 
electricity early Thursday. 

“This is the worst storm we've 
had in Alabama in decades,” Clark 
said. “Restoring power to consumers 
in rural areas is an especially diffi- 
cult task. Hundreds of miles of rural 
electric powerlines cut through thick 
pine forests. When high winds knock 
down pine trees, powerlines come 
crashing down as well.”

Owing the ensuing kickoff to put 
the Rebels back in action at the 
Samson 47-yardline; however, Zion 
Chapel came up a yard short of first 
down yardage in three plays, and 
punted the ball back to the Tigers.

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Agriculture feels brunt of Hurricane Opal

Coffee County’s agriculture com- 
munity was not spared from the 
wrath of Hurricane Opal. 

According to County Extension 
Service representatives, farmers suf 
fered heavy losses due to the rains 
which preceded the storm and the 
high winds of Hurricane Opal, 

The cotton crop was probably the 
most heavily damaged, Of the 
18,278 acres in the county, 50 to 80 
percent was a total loss. The remain- 
der will not be as good as it could 
have been. 

Most of the com crop, approxi- 
mately 90 percent, had been gath- 
ered; however, 720 acres suffered 
100 percent loss, 

There was an estimated 150 farm 
dwellings and service buildings that 


suffered some kind of damage from 
the storm. The estimated loss is $2 
million. 

The heavy rains which preceded 
the hurricane caused serious erosion 
to approximately 500 acres with 
damage cost estimated to be in ex- 
cess of $100,000.00, 

It is estimated that approximately 
70 percent of the agricultural loss 
will be covered by insurance, 

There was also extensive damage 
to fences by fallen debris. 

Livestock owners should be alert 
to the possibility that some poison- 
ous varicties (to livestock) of trees or 
shrubs may be browsed by their ani- 
mals, 

Precautions should be taken 
where trees have fallen into areas 
where livestock are confined or are- 
as where downed fences are allow- 
ing livestock access to these trees 


and/or shrubs. 

In cases of suspected poisoning, 
contact your local veterinarian as 
soon as possible. 

The county’s poultry produces 
were also heavily hit by the storm. 

There were no numbers readily 
available at press time, but there was 
structural damage to numerous 
chicken houses and a large number 
of birds lost. 

Due to the loss of electricity, 
feeders and waters would not work 
causing some of the chicks to die. 

There was also an inability, due 
to storm damage, of companies be- 
ing able to deliver feed to the grow- 
ers which caused some losses. 

Also, some of the birds that were 
ready for processing could not be 
picked up due to power outages at 
the processing plants and also to 
road blockage.

Commission elects to build new Enterprise courthouse

The Coffee County Commission 
has voted 4-3 to build a new Enter- 
prise courthouse. 

Commissioners met last Thursday 
morming in a meeting adjourned 
from Monday’s (October 9) regular 
bi-monthly meeting. 

Although a decision has been 
made to build the new facility, no 
formula has been devised so the 
county can pay for it! Also, no plans. 

The county is within $230,000 of 
reaching its debt limit as set forth by 
state law. It is estimated that this 
amount would hardly make one an- 
nual payment on a new courthouse. 

Several months ago it was esti- 
mated that a new facility in Enter- 


prise would cost between $2 and $4 
million. 

As reported in last week’s edition 
of The Elba Clipper, a public hear- 
ing was held in order for county citi- 
zens to express their views on the 
courthouse issue. Just over 100 citi- 
zens showed up. 

During the hearing, only 23 per- 
sons chose to address the issue. Of 
that number, 12 supported a new En- 
terprise courthouse, 6 encouraged 
the consolidation of both courthous- 
es (Elba and Enterprise) into one 
central location, 3 voiced approval 
of the two courthouse system, 1 ap- 
proved renovation of the Enterprise 
courthouse, and 1 suggested that im- 
provements be made to the court fa- 
cilities. 


Disaster Loan Office opens 


The U.S. Small Business Admin- 
istration (SBA) will open a Disaster 
Outreach Office at the Coffee 
County Complex, located on U.S. 
Highway 84 in New Brockton, be- 
ginning October 19 (TODAY). 

The office will be open from 8:00 
a.m. until 5:00 p.m. daily, including 
Sundeys, until further notice. 

SBA disaster loan staff will be 
available to answer questions about 
the disaster loan program, hand out 
applications and assist with complet- 
ing these applications. 

The SBA offers loans of up to 
$200,000 to repair disaster-damaged 
homes. Homeowners and renters are 
eligible for up to $40,000 to replace 
personal property. 

Loans to businesses and nonprofit 
organizations of up to $1.5 million 
are also available to repair damage 
to real estate, machinery and equip- 
ment, inventory, etc., and for lease- 
hold improvements, 


(EIDLs) also may be made to small 
businesses unable to pay bills or 
meet expenses because of this disas- 
ter, 

Interest rates can be as low as 4 
percent, with loan terms up to 30 
years. Actual loan amounts and 
terms are set by SBA based on each 
applicant’s financial condition. 

All homeowners, renters, and 
businesses with uninsured or under- 
insured damages caused by Hurri- 
cane Opal are urged to reMiaist for 
assistance as soon as possible. 

People who complete and turn in 
their SBA disaster loan applications 
quickly can expect a faster response. 

To register for all forms of disas- 
ter assistance, including SBA loans, 
individuals must first call the Feder- 
al Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) teleregistration unit at 1- 
800-462-9029.

Elba BOE approves record $5.5 million budget

Tuesday night the Elba City 
School Board approved a budget for 
the coming year totaling 
$5,551,661.74. Of this total $3, 06 
million is for salaries of teachers and 
support personnel. 

The budget projections submitted 
to the state department of education, 
as required by law, anticipate over 
$4 million in state funds, a half mil- 
lion from federal programs and al- 
most three-quarter million dollars 
from county and city property and 
sales taxes, 

The countywide 1¢ sales tax is
